In Paris, however, French offi- 


cial sources said that they had 
not been informed' of an Allied 
nuclear force as an outgrowth of 
the Skybolt issue. 


"We are looking six or seven 


years ahead," a1 British* spokes- 
man said Thursday night after the 
two Atlantic Pact leaders con- 
cluded a second long day of ham- 
mering out the enormously com- 
plex problems they face. 


Macmillan sent his Conserva- 


tive government in London a de- 
tailed report on the plan to equip 
Britain with Polaris missiles as 
substitutes for the thousand-mile, 
bomber-born1 Skybolts whose de- 
velopment the United States has 
decided to abandon. 


The Polaris agreement is ex- 


pected' to be announced in the 
communique at the end of the 
conference late today. 


The United States abandoned 


the Skybolt program because of 
five test failures, new concepts 
and its high cost. Macmillan's 
government 
desperately 
sought 


an alternative since it banked on 
the missile to carry British nu- 
clear warheads and keep Britain 
a member of the nuclear weapon 
club. Polaris presented an an- 
swer. 


British sources said Polaris can 


be mounted on British submarines 
now under construction and tho 
cost of the changeovar is not an 
over-riding factor.

American meeting is intended to 
go far beyond the substitution of 
Polaris for Skybolt in the British 
arsenal.

and the Common Market countries 
hope to sell more goods and ma- 
terials here. If the tax cuts raise 
the federal budget deficit too high, 
conservative Britons fear 
this 


might weaken the dollar in the 
world money markets. And any 
pronuonce.d weakness' of the1 dollar 
could be a disease that would 
spread 
quickly 
to the 
British 


pound. 


The Common Market is much 


on the minds of Kennedy 
and 


Macmillan these days. Britain's 
application to join the trading 
bloc of six West European na- 
tions is hotly debated both on the 
island and on the Continent. 


The United States' involvement 


is deep. Washington has encour- 
aged the Common Market and 
would like to see Britain join. 


But it is keenly aware of the 


competition already posed by the 
trading bloc and the bigger rival- 
ry in the years.;just ahead. It was 
mainly because of this rise of an 
industrial complex- and consumer 
market equal to America's that 
the Congress gave the President 
unprecedented powers to bargain 
on tariffs, quotas and other trade 
barriers. 


This bargaining is likely to cov- 


er mos,t of 1963 and easily! could 
go ove'r into 1964.. It will be 
a 


prime issue both in the United 
States and in Britain. And if the 
results are trade gains for both 
countries that would' go a long 
way toward insuring the health of 
the dollar and the pound.

cent of emotional problems seen 
on t'he job among employees aris|ti 
in their home life. 


The objective is to teach busi- 


ness leaders how. to listen, to 
know how humans feel, Dr. Levin-

adds. And, since top men 


have emotions also, how to main 
tain their own balance. 


One survey finds that 42 per 


cent of people turn first to their 
ministers or pastors when emo- 
tional troubles begin to take a 
toll. Appropriate training for fu- 
ture clergymen is sponsored by 
the National Institute of Mental 
Health at Loyola University in 
Chicago, Yeshiva University in 
New York, and' at Harvard Divini- 
ty School.
